The Canadian Patriotic Fand is au- 
thorized under its charter to continue 
paymetits to the dependents of_soldiers 
killedin action or dying from wounds 
fora period, not exceeding six months 
after such event happens or until the tirst 
pension cheque is received. 

Separation allowance is continued by 
the government until pension is passed, 
such amount being paid as fadvance 
agasnst the pension, dating as from the 
day of death, 

Assigned pay automatically stops the 
day soldier is killed or dies, and if any 
assigned pay is forwarded after that date 
the unexpired portion of the monthis de- 
ducted as an advance.

Two orders-in-council have been 
promulgated stiffening the law with 
respect to the dealing with deserters 
from the expeditionary forces, and 
with respect to seamen who refuse to 
obey orders” on ships requisitioned 
for His Majesty's service.

Water for Fat Cattle

Feed Plentiful This Year 


Opportunity for Making Money By’ 
Feeding Grain This Winter | 


The live stock industry depends, of 
course, upon an abundance of easily 
available feed. One thing is certain: 
Alberta will have an abundance of 
feed this year, and probably there 
never was a year in the history of the 
province when the farmers of the 
province are going in so heavily for 
the raising of live stock. ‘Though 
cattle and hogs have to a great ex-' 
tent been depleted during the past 
year or two, the farmers are making 
every effort to increase the herds, and | 
this fall and winter will see great! 
strides in this direction, as the abun- 
dant grass feed of the summer sea- 
son will be supplemented by much | 
green feed, | 

The farmers of Alberta will raise 
approximately 100,000,00 bushels of 
oats this year, There has always 
been much more oats than wheat 
raised in this district, although only 
about half as much in quantity was 
handled through the elevators as 
there was wheat.

The passing of the unquestioned 
sovereignty of the Zeppelin as a night 
raider is one phase of a general trend 
of the struggle in the air which has 
been noticeable for some time, Dur- 
ing the early days of the war a good 
many people were astonished that the 
much heralded French fleet of aero- 
planes seemed to accomplish little, 
when their achievements were put 
over against the doings of the Ger- 
man fliers, The Allies as a whole 
seemed to be on the defensive in the 
sky. Gradually this situation chang- 
ed and in the course of the summer 
just gone, the whole face of things 
have altered, so that today the mys- 
tery of the air, as the phase goes, 
seems to be with the Allies, and the 
announcement of a French aeroplane 
raid as far as Essen causes no ripple 
of surprise. This change, like the 
changes in the general military situa- 
tion, is probably due to the better co- 
ordination and increased efficiency 
which the Allies have been obliged 
to effect in all branches of their ser- 
vice, and which are now giving the 
Entente powers the natural advantage 
their superior numbers and larger re- 
sources ought to enable them to ac- 
quire.—Detroit Free Press,

Bases Is Described |

The soldier is familiar to all, There 


is not a district, not a hamlet in Eng- 


land where he may not be seen in|thrown across from shore to shore, | often seek light, 


numbers. But the sailor is almost 
rare. In seaport towns he 1s, of | 
course, ubiquitous; but in London and | 
other cities one may walk a whole! 
day and not see one man in navy 
blue. 

Seldom, too, do the members of! 
the island race see a warship. Visi- 
tors to the east coast, and to the! 
coast towns adjacent to the mouth 
of the Thames may occasionally dis- 
cern a series of blurs far out at sea, 
and a longshoreman will offer the in- 
formation that they are light cruis- 
ers; occasionally, too much nearer!

steamers, working in pairs, may be 
descried.

Russia’s Meat Supply 


Asiatic Portion of Empire Supplies 
the European Half 

Much. of the meat. for European 
Russia comes from Siberia, From 
Novembe: to April it may be shipped 
in a frozen state to the large towns 
aud cities. It is, of course, not as 
good frozen as it would be if merely 
chilled. In warm weather, on the 
contrary, live animals have to be 
shipped to the centres of consump- 
tion and slaughtered there. For leck 
of refrigeration and cold storage at 
these centres the meat must be sold 
fresh.

! According to Dr. Hornaday, the 
|greatest obstacle to perpetuating the 
| species, after it has been so decimat- 
;ed by shotguns, hes in the fact that 
it has been found almost impossible 
to raise the pinnated grouse in cap- 
tivity. On the other hand, the rufied 
grouse or partridge, the quail, and 
linost of the wild duck species can be 
jso raised under favorable circuim- 
stances, 

Once a bird species is worn down 
jto small numbers by the gunners, it 
jfinds increasing difficulty in resist- 
‘ing the inroads of its natural 
mies, and tends to 
gether, as did the passenger pigeon, 
‘The seeming impossibility of hatch- 
ing and raising prairie chickens in 
any numbers makes the outlook dark 
for these fine birds. 

The legislatures of the Northwest- 
fern States should certainly unite in 
jdeclaring a long closed season,  un- 
less the federal authorities can be 
prevailed upon to take rigorous pro- 
tective action.—Minneapolis Journal,

British Aviator by Looping the Loop 
Brought Down a German 
Seaplane 


Before the war, exhibition flights, 
in. which “looping the loop” was the 
great attraction, packed our aero- 
drome grounds with holiday  sight- 
seers, The performances at that 
time were considered nothing but a 
freak of nerves and reckless daring— 
a “circus trick”—but nothing more, 
Its possible utility was scoffed at, 
The war has changed that, “Looping 
the loop” has proved to be a‘ very 
valuable air battle evolution. By 
“looping the loop” a British aviator 
has brought about the defeat and 
destruction of an enemy  séaplane, 
last July. 

Hallum, the aviator, was patrolling 
in the air off Ostend. When he was 
at a height of twelve thousand feet 
he noticed about five hundred feet 
below him a German seaplane. Shoot- 
ing down at the plane did not appeal 
to him, as aiming from a height at a 


jmovable object below would not meet 


with any success, so he decided per- 
forming the “looping the loop,” which 
would bring him below the enemy. 
The German aviator noticed the trick 
and as there was not the least pros- 
pect of escaping, he had to give 
battle. Well aware that he was a 
capital target for the British aviator, 
he moved in all directions to lessen 
the danger of being hit, the British 
aviator following all the movements. 
The seaplane slid down and Hallum 
again looped the loop, coming about 
one hundred feet below the enemy. 
The British pilot commenced firing 
and after a short battle he hit the 
seaplane in its vital part, bringing it 
down headlong in flames.—London 
Illustrated News.

Winter Feeding of Cattle 
Low Grade Grain That Can Be Used 
to Advantage in Feeding 
At the present time there ‘are daily 
Passing through the Winnipeg siock 
yards scores of carloads of stocker 
and feeder cattle which are on their 
way from the farms of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan to the farms of the 
Central and Central Western States, 
During the month of August, 4,895 
head of cattle of all classes crossed 
the line from the Winnipeg yards, 
and this was before the stocker and 
feeder movement had got under full 
;steam, At the same time, there is 
in many parts of our own country a 
; good deal of feed that will never be 
used, some of it grain that is scarcely 
j}worth threshing, but that could be 
used to feed a large number of ani- 

mals. 

This combination of circumstances 
makes éspecially timely a new car- 
cular on Winter Feeding of Cattle by 
the Animal Husbandry Department 
of Manitoba Agricultural College. 
This circular contains data as to ac- 
tual results in previous Manitoba 
feeding experiments, and offers sug- 
gestions to those who are open to 
consider this line of enterprise. A 
free copy may be had by writing the 
Publications Branch, Department of 
Agriculture, Winnipeg, or Manitoba 
Agricultural College.
